by the Teamen, notwitlstanding their eqn- 


| tracts to doliver Teas according to. muster, 


The practice appears to be that the Tea- 
brokers take round samples: of Teas, “and 
‘thé merchants after inspecting and tasting 
their qualities and arranging for: the‘ price 
to be paid forthe chop, with the woightin 
piculs and the time of delivery, engage tou- 
nage Ly vessels proceeding to England ; 

aud when the Teas agreec for arrive in 
Canton; they are found’ on inspection to be. 
not only fur inferior in quality to the sum- 

ple supplied, but: largely mixed with what 


are called ‘lie-teas,’ or leaves of plants’ of 


all kinds prepared to imitate the genvina 
tea,.
